However the facts of the matter 
are that the Air Mail Landing field 
in Philadelphia has been in such 
unsafe condition for some time 
that the Government has trans- 
ferred the landing of Air Planes 
with Philadelphia Mail to the New 
Camden, N. J., Airport which was 
opened on September 15 with a 
first Flight of Air Mail from Cam- 








ing Jim Schweier”’, Herb Griffin 
Clem Gates, Burt Williams, Ed- 
ward McLennan and others of the 
Cleveland Air Mail Society, that 
he never would have got through 
with the work.

$3,000,000 Air Mail Deficit 


It is estimated that the cost of 
conducting the Air Mail service 
of the country for the present fis- 
cal year will be at least three mil- 
lion dollars in excess of receipts. 
As a result of this, no new routes 
are in prospect until Congress can 
make additional appropriations. 
The Department has several new 
routes under consideration among 
which are a southern transconti- 
nental service between Los 
Angeles and Washington, D. C.; 
a route between St. Louis and New 
York, via Pittsburgh; another be- 
tween Pittsburgh and Norfolk, 
Va., via Washington, D. C., and 
several others. It is estimated 
that the addition of these new 
routes now would mean an addi- 
tional expenditure of $5,000,000.

GOOD’S 


Alvin Good, philatelist, stood in 
the midst of his stamp shop at 455 
The Arcade yesterday, holding a 
check for $6,000. It represented 
the cash value of 800 one-cent 
stamps—face value, $8; unearned 
increment, $5,992. 

These valuable little bits of blue 
paper were Good’s private collec- 
tion of the first one-cent stamps 
printed by the United States Gov- 
ernment, in 1851. 

Engraving companies were not 
so expert in those days, and post- 
age stamps were new. In conse- 
quence, the plates, which printed 
200 stamps at a time, had to be 
continually reconstructed. 

To the casual observer, each 
stamp would be simply a picture 
of the head of Benjamin Frank- 
lin, but the stamp enthusiast’s 
magnifying glass could detect 
countless little differences in the 
lines, some so rare they made a 
single stamp worth hundreds of 
dollars. 

There was one stamp in Good’s 
collection worth $500. 

The purchaser of the collection 
was the Nassau Stamp Co. of 
New York, one of the largest 
stamp houses in the country, un- 
derstood to be acting as agent for 
a private collector.—Cleveland 
Plain Dealer.
